From the bedside to the boardroom, numbers are vital in health care. 
Paying attention to numbers — both large and small — allows us to 
evaluate the care we deliver to every patient, to assess our progress toward 
critical financial goals and to monitor our performance in comparison to 
our peers. Ultimately, numbers help us understand how we are measuring 
up against our mission — and how well we are fulfilling the trust our 
community places in us. 

This year’s annual report is filled with numbers that add up to a successful 
year. Consider just two such numbers: 12 and 7,500,000. Although vastly different in scale, they both point to 
remarkable achievements. 

Twelve is the number of medical specialties in which Rush ranks among the country’s best, according to 
U.S.News & World Report’s annual best hospitals issue. With this year’s results, Rush leapfrogged into the 
leadership spot ahead of all hospitals in Chicago. In fact, Rush ranked in more specialties than any other 
medical center in the state. 

Much further along the number line, 7,500,000 represents the amount in dollars of a gift from the 
McCormick Tribune Foundation that will allow Rush to build one of the region’s most sophisticated emer- 
gency services facilities. The new McCormick Tribune Center for Advanced Emergency Response will 
provide an important community resource. It will also solidify Rush’s role as a leader in the development of 
integrated strategies for bioterrorism response among hospitals, public health organizations and other “first 
responder” agencies across the city. 

Construction of the new emergency response facility in a convenient new location will be an important step 
in our plans to revitalize the Ashland-Harrison campus to make it easier for patients to access coordinated 
care. To fund our ambitious plans, we must turn again to scrutiny of the numbers, putting initiatives in place 
to decrease our costs while increasing our revenue as we have successfully done over the past several years. 

But numbers alone never tell the whole story. More important are the people behind the numbers. The many 
dedicated Rush employees — nurses, doctors, technicians, cafeteria workers and many others — who work 
together to provide skilled, compassionate care to our patients. And the thousands of patients whose lives 
have been changed for the better by the exceptional treatment they received at Rush. When all is said and 
done, these are the ultimate measures of success.

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Measuring Growth 


The concept of growth drove much of the work done at Rush in 2004. Going 
beyond plans to expand and improve facilities, Rush sought to extend its reach to 
help more patients. And the numbers indicate that Rush is doing just that. 

More than a year ago, Rush launched its first major ad campaign. Millions around the 
Chicago area saw — and heard — why Rush is so special. For many, these ads con- 
firmed what they already knew. For those unfamiliar with Rush, this was truly news. 

The ad campaign has been successful in helping draw more patients to Rush. 

Our average daily census in 2004 — the average number of patients hospitalized 
each day — increased, as did the numbers of life-saving procedures such as liver 
and heart transplants. 

But to give sole credit to the ad campaign for this past year’s growth would be unfair — 
and inaccurate. The truth is that in 2004 Rush staff worked harder and smarter than 
ever before. And without the financial support of our donors, much of what we accom- 
plished would not have been possible. Thanks to their efforts, more and more students 
are receiving advanced degrees from Rush University and more and more patients are 
reaping the benefits of one of the nation’s premier health care institutions. 


A Busy Year for Rush 

Ask members of the Rush health care team to describe their 
year and most would use one very telling word: busy. That's 
exactly what the numbers indicate. In FY04, Rush was busier 
than ever with an average of 487 patients being cared for in 
the hospital each day. This means that, on average, Rush staff 
treated 31 more inpatient in FY04 than they did in 
FY03. The reasons for the increase? Process improvements 
and a major advertising campaign certainly played key roles in 
helping extend quality care to more people in need, as did 
Rush's hard-working staff. The best news is that a busier Rush 
helps set the stage for a healthier Rush. 
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Teaming Up to Fight Breast Cancer 


Contributions to Rush from the 
Brian Piccolo Cancer Research Fund 
and its fund-raising partners reached 
new heights this past year, totaling 
almost $500,000 in FY04. 


When the Brian Piccolo Cancer Research Fund and its partner, 

NFL Charities, first teamed up with Rush just over a decade ago, 
the fund contributed approximately $200,000 a year to the 
Medical Center's breast cancer research. Since then, Bears Care — 
the philanthropic arm of the Chicago Bears and a fund of the 
McCormick Tribune Foundation — and the Gavers Community 
Cancer Foundation have joined in partnership with the Piccolo 
Fund to contribute to breast cancer research at Rush. 

Today, the fund and its fund-raising partners contribute close 
to ^500,000 annually and have now raised more than $4 million 
for Rush's breast cancer team. And that's not all the Brian Piccolo 
Fund did in 2004. Along with Rush, the NFL and the Chicago 
Bears, they also launched a public awareness campaign about the 
importance of mammography in detecting breast cancer in its 
early stages.

Furthering Medicine One Student at a Time 

Since its beginning in 1972, Rush University has graduated 1 0,1 38 student^ 
with increasing enrollment over the last two years. At Rush, we train students in 
the latest advances and technologies and the kind of compassionate medicine 
that can't be found in textbooks. 

Rush continues to send into communities doctors, nurses, researchers and 
technicians trained in leading-edge fields and procedures. This summer a new 
vascular ultrasound program in the College of Health Sciences graduated its 
first class. One of only three bachelor-degree-granting programs in the 
country, this program is designed to meet the growing demand for vascular 
sonographers. This year also saw the first graduates from our accelerated nurs- 
ing program — an intensive one-year curriculum that allows career-changing 
professionals to jumpstart their nursing careers. 
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Going the Extra Mile To Help Patients Needing Liver 
and Kidney Transplants 

It's not unusual to see Forrest Dodson, MD, the Jack Fraser Smith Professor 
of Surgery, heading down the Illinois interstate in the middle of the night with a 
cooler in the passenger seat. In fact, he sees these nocturnal excursions as part of 
his job. When he jumps into his car, it's for a patient. Someone is awaiting a liver 
or kidney transplant, and somewhere down the road there's a life-saving organ. 
"When a donor becomes available," says Dodson, director of the liver transplant 
program at Rush, "we just go." 

Whereas some transplant surgeons send residents or fellows to procure 
organs and rely on ambulance services for transportation, Dodson — who 
trained under transplant pioneer Thomas E. Starzl, MD, in Pittsburgh — believes 
in a hands-on approach that allows for more expert organ evaluation as well as 
speed in retrieving the organs. When it comes to organ transplant, every minute 
counts: Rush surgeons streamline the process dramatically by assessing on the 
spot whether an organ will work for one of their patients, and then make the 
necessary calls — to the operating room for scheduling, to the patient, to 
the nurses — before returning to transplant the organ themselves. 

This approach is just one of the reasons for the dramatic growth of Rush's 
liver and kidney transplant program, with the number of kidney transplants 
increasing five percent from 2003 to 2004 and the number of liver transplants 
increasing 43 percent during that same period. 
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Liver transplants at Rush 
increased by 43 percent from 
FY03 to FY04. 
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The Rush Perinatal Center added 
two new hospitals last year, making 
it one of the largest perinatal networks 
in Illinois. 


Perinatal Network Expands, Offers Expertise in 
High-Risk Deliveries Second to None 

Last year, 31 ,347 babies were born at Rush Perinatal Network 
hospitals, with 500 to 700 being high-risk deliveries. Rush, along 
with Advocate Illinois Masonic Medical Center, is designated by 
the State of Illinois to serve as the regional center for a network 
of Chicago-area hospitals providing quality care to high-risk 
mothers and babies. The network is one of 1 0 perinatal centers 
designated as such by the State of Illinois, and is currently one 
of the largest — adding two new hospitals to its network in 
the last year. 

And with perinatal centers, bigger is better — for new moth- 
ers and their babies. A large perinatal center brings greater 
opportunities for consultation on high-risk cases and more 
opportunities for patient transfers to a facility trained to meet 
their specific needs, which ultimately brings more expertise and 
better outcomes to high-risk deliveries. 
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In the past 1 5 years, Rush 
has seen a 265 percent increase 
in research dollars, paving the 
way for important discoveries 
that will help advance the 
future of medicine.

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Measuring Progress 

Finding a way to safely deliver potentially healing genes to the brains of patients 
affected by Alzheimer’s disease. Providing the educational groundwork to help shape 
the health care leaders of tomorrow. Implementing institutional changes and seeing 
the first signs of their effectiveness. 

In health care, these kinds of advances inspire even greater accomplishments. At 
Rush signs of progress can be found in every corner of the institution. As an academic 
medical center, we push medicine forward through research, we advance careers 
through education, we improve the quality of life for our patients through innovation. 
At the same time, we work toward building a stronger Rush by implementing change. 

Although we cannot always offer an immediate cure, at Rush we explore new paths of 
discovery, creating hope and laying the foundation for future discoveries. It’s a journey 
we take with thousands of men and women who volunteer for clinical research, 
without whom progress in medicine would not be possible. 


Research at Rush Moves Forward Thanks to Increases 
in Funding 

In 1990 , Rush received $20 million in annual external research 
support. This past year, Medical Center researchers received 
more than $73 million in such support — a 265-percent 
increase in less than 1 5 years. What's more, 70 percent of that 
funding comes from the National Institutes of Health — a true 
stamp of approval for the important work now under way in 
laboratories and clinics across the Rush campus. That research 
encompasses everything from studies of diabetes and HIV risk 
to the development of x-ray technology for investigating degen- 
erative joint disease. The common factor in all of this work is the 
patient. Every study, whether it's done in a lab or at the bedside, 
is about improving patient care — and doing it as quickly and 
safely as possible. It's research, and it's how meaningful medical 
progress is made. 
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Tailoring Treatment 

Over the past several years, one thing has become abundantly clear to cancer 
researchers at Rush and around the world: Not all tumors are alike. And, there- 
fore, not all patients will respond in the same way to the same kind of treatment. 
This revelation has opened new doors for cancer research, with investigators 
identifying molecular profiles in tumors that are predictive of how well patients 
will respond to specific types of treatment. Some lung cancer cells, for example, 
have been found to have abnormally high levels of epithelial growth factor 
receptor — a protein that causes cells to divide. 

In 2004, lung cancer researchers at Rush investigated the effectiveness of 
drugs designed to inhibit this protein and slow down tumor cell growth in a 
series of studies. To determine which patients would have the best chances for a 
positive response, oncologist Philip Bonomi, MD, the Alice Pirie Wirtz Professor of 
Medical Oncology, reviewed the molecular profiles of tumors in each patient 
collaborating with John Coon, MD, PhD, director of molecular pathology. The 
goal: to tailor treatment regimens so that patients receive the gentlest and most 
effective care possible.

Breaking New Ground in Alzheimer's Research 

Scientists have known for decades that nerve growth factor, or 
NGF for short, is like fertilizer for brain cells — and could poten- 
tially be used to maintain cell function and prevent cell death, a 
hallmark of Alzheimer's disease. But until now, a challenge 
remained: how to safely deliver NGF directly to the region of the 
brain where degeneration occurs without damaging other parts 
of the brain? Rush investigators are using a sophisticated surgi- 
cal technique in patients with Alzheimer's disease to deliver a 
new gene-transfer agent — that is, an agent that will get the 
gene containing the code for NGF into the affected cells in the 
brain without interfering with other brain cells. 

Rush is the only center in this phase I study, which tests the 
safety and tolerability of this new gene-transfer agent that is 
being delivered directly to the basal forebrain, an area of the 
brain almost universally affected by Alzheimer's disease. If it 
proves safe, researchers will move to a phase II study — involv- 
ing more patients at multiple clinical sites — to test whether this 
new agent is effective in modifying the course of this devastat- 
ing disease.

Finding Ways to Improve Women's Health 

Rush continues to play a lead role in national research on 
women's health as one of 40 U.S. centers involved in the 
Women's Health Initiative (a 1 5-year study sponsored by the 
National Institutes of Health). Under the guidance of co-prin- 
cipal investigator Lynda Powell, PhD, Rush is helping to 
increase knowledge about the special health concerns of 
women after menopause. The study is looking at the best 
ways to prevent heart disease, breast and colon cancer, and 
osteoporosis — the leading causes of death and frailty in 
postmenopausal women. Rush's role is significant because it 
is one of only four participating centers focusing on black 
women, a population that suffers disproportionately from 
many of these diseases. 

Powell and Rush are also involved in the Study of 
Women's Health Across the Nation (SWAN), a study designed 
to evaluate the physical, biological, psychological and social 
changes experienced by women during their menopausal 
transistion years. They hope to help health care providers, 
women and scientists understand how mid-life experiences 
affect health and the quality of life during aging.

Untreatable Epilepsy Finds Hope 

Losing short-term memory. The inability to work or drive. These are just a few of the 
negative effects of epilepsy. And, sadly, one-third of patients with epilepsy cannot 
find relief from medication. That's why Craig Hildebrand from Indiana took the 
chance on a new technology available at Rush University Medical Center that seeks 
to stop seizures before they start via a neurostimulator implanted in the brain. 
Because his seizures originated in two locations, brain surgery to remove the focal 
points was not an option. "I came to Rush because nothing else had worked and 
I needed the best doctors available," says Craig, who learned of the study from his 
physician, Michael C. Smith, MD, a co-principal investigator for the trial. 

Although he isn't yet seizure free, doctors — and Craig — are optimistic. "We've 
almost completely controlled the seizures on one side of his brain and we're working 
on the other," says Marvin Rossi, MD, one of the doctors working with Craig. Rush is 
one of only 1 0 centers in the country participating in this trial, and Craig is only the 

to receive the implant. If successful, this procedure 
will lead to a breakthrough for millions of epilepsy patients.

Because quality is a top 
priority at Rush. And, according to patient surveys, the Joint Commission on 
Accreditation of Healthcare Organizations and U.S. News & World Report, this dedi- 
cation shows. It is truly a team effort, with staff from all areas of the Medical Center 
pulling together to do what’s best for our patients. 


Inpatient Satisfaction Scores Soar in 2004 

There's something special about Linda Greenberg, RN (shown at right), and her 
patients know it. In fact, Linda's warmth and humor inspire many of her patients 
to mention her by name in patient surveys, earning her Rush's "star" award for 
making a difference in the patient experience. 

Linda's unique rapport with patients is just one of many reasons Rush reached 
some of its highest inpatient satisfaction scores ever in early 2004. According to 
quarterly results from Press Ganey Associates, a firm that compiles patient satis- 
faction data. Rush ranked in the when compared to other 

600-plus bed hospitals across the nation. In addition, Rush climbed to the 92nd 
percentile when compared to U.S. academic medical centers similar to Rush. 

What distinguishes Rush from other hospitals when it comes to patient satis- 
faction? Surveys indicate it has a lot to do with the quality of the people who 
work here. The award-winning nurses. The skilled and highly trained physicians. 
The hard-working cafeteria workers, valet staff and unit clerks. And the many 
others who dedicate their days — and nights — to the care of Rush patients.

World Report: orthopedics; geriatrics; neurology and neurosurgery;

surgery; and urology. 


Rush Leads Illinois in U.S.News Rankings 

In the July 1 2 issue of U.S.News & World Report — an annual 
showcase devoted to "America's Best Hospitals" — Rush 
ranked in more specialty areas than any other hospital in 
Illinois. Rush made the top 50 in 12 of 17 specialties. 

Of the more than 6,000 medical centers evaluated, only 
18 medical centers in the nation received similar ratings. In 
fact only 177 — or fewer than 1 in 30 — made it on the list at 
all, according to U.S. News. 

Who makes the list? "The hospitals in the list fit a certain 
mold, " according to the magazine. "They are often referral 
centers, because their physicians see sicker patients and do 
higher volumes of tough procedures. They follow, often pro- 
pose, advanced treatment guidelines." Rush certainly fits the 
criteria and is proud to be named among the nation's best.

Rush Reaches Historic Heights on Joint Commission Survey 

Every three years. Rush is evaluated by the Joint Commission on Accreditation of 
Healthcare Organizations (JCAHO), the preeminent standards-setting body in 
health care. Recognized as a national symbol of quality, accreditation by JCAHO 
reflects an organization's commitment to performance standards. In FY 2004, 
the Medical Center earned the highest JCAHO survey score in Rush history: a 
commanding 95 out of 100. This accomplishment alone is impressive. But con- 
sidering that Rush achieved this score during the busiest week of its busiest 
month, this feat is beyond impressive; it's simply extraordinary.

Innovation Meets Determination to Save a Six-Year-Old's Leg 


One centimeter. For Domonique Patton's mother, Leitia, that one centimeter 
is a major accomplishment. Had she not found a 24-hour limb preservation hot- 
line at 2 a.m. during a last ditch Internet search, Domonique wouldn't have a leg 
to grow. 

At four years old, Domonique (shown on p. 1 5) was diagnosed with 
osteosarcoma, a bone cancer most commonly found in adolescents. A leg- 
saving implant was on the market, but it had never been used for a child so 
young, and Domonique's doctors in Michigan believed the best option for her 
was amputation. 

With Domonique scheduled for amputation in a few days, Leitia's search was 
all the more determined. Through her search, Leitia found orthopedic surgeon 
Steven Gitelis, MD, the Rush University Professor of Orthopedic Oncology, who 
had used the leg implant on older children. 

"When I called Dr. Gitelis's office," says Leitia, "I told them that I'd seen he did 
the surgery on a 1 0-year-old and asked them if he could do that on a 4-year-old 
also. They said, 'Just bring her in.' Dr. Gitelis told us if they couldn't put the 
implant in because of her age, they would figure something else out until she got 
old enough for the implant. 

"That's what any mother would want to hear," she says. Now Domonique 
has the distinction of being the youngest child in the United States to receive 
the first leg implant that does not require additional surgeries to grow as the other 
leg grows. 

Domonique simply has to visit Rush to keep her legs the same length. The 
implant uses an electromagnetic field to lengthen the implant internally. 
Electromagnetic waves heat up an internal mechanism that triggers a spring-like 
coil that, in turn, expands the implant. 

"I tell everybody how lucky we are to have technology so close to home," says 
Leitia. "Domonique had her leg grown this summer. It was over in 10 minutes, 
and she was ready to go home and ride her bicycle. " 


Gifts Translate Into New Technology for Rush 



Diagnostic equipment can be bought thanks 
to the fund-raising successes of the Rush 
Woman's Board and the contributions of the 
Segal family. Together they donated $170,000 
to the Rush Breast Imaging Center in 2004. 


Since 1 884 the Woman's Board has supported patient care at 
Rush and its predecessor institutions with proceeds from fund- 
raising opportunities like the Annual Fashion Show and its spring 
luncheon. In its early years, the board provided bedding and 
magazines, but today it's enabling doctors like radiologist Peter 
Jokich, MD, and his team at the Rush Breast Imaging Center to 
use the latest diagnostic technology. Just last spring, appropria- 
tions from the Woman's Board, along with gifts from the Segal 
family, totaling $170,000, allowed the center to purchase not 
only a Suros ATEC needle core biopsy device to be used under 
MRI guidance, but also a new dedicated bilateral breast coil for 
breast MRI and a DynaCAD computer workstation, which allows 
multiple display formats of breast MRI images and more accurate 
interpretations. These technologies are designed to give women 
quicker and more precise diagnoses to help combat breast can- 
cer in its earliest — and most treatable — stages. 
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The Heart Team at Rush Works Together to Save A Life 

On a plane trip to California, Vaidas Paulis caught what he thought was the com- 
mon cold. Three months later he still had a cough, and he found himself unable 
to catch his breath after walking short distances. Puzzled and concerned, the nor- 
mally active 30-year-old came to Rush where cardiologist Roger Billhardt, Jr., MD, 
gave him the news: Vaidas had viral myocarditis, an uncommon and potentially 
deadly condition that causes heart muscles to inflame and weaken. To keep his 
heart going, Vaidas's team of physicians, including Stephanie Dunlap, DO, medical 
director of heart failure and cardiac transplantation, increased Vaidas's medical 
therapy and referred Vaidas to electrophysiologist Richard Trohman, MD, the 
Grace DeForest and William Louis Veeck Professor of Cardiovascular Research, for 
the placement of a biventricular pacemaker and defibrillator device. These devices 
stabilized and maintained his heart rhythm. But Vaidas's condition continued to 
deteriorate. Even with medications, he could no longer breathe or walk without 
assistance. 

Vaidas's name was put on a list for a heart transplant. "I thought I had just one 
week left; I had accepted that if it happens it happens," Vaidas says. "Then, at what 
seemed like the last minute, they found a donor and I underwent a transplant." 

Performed in August by Robert S.D. Higgins, MD (shown at right), chair of car- 
diovascular and thoracic surgery at Rush and the Mary and John Bent Professor of 
Cardiovascular-Thoracic Surgery, this transplant has given Vaidas, now 36, renewed 
energy and hope for the future. He continues to see both Drs. Dunlap and Higgins 
and faithfully attends his rehab sessions — where he runs on the treadmill or rides 
the stationary bike three sessions a week — and even makes 

his way to the gym where he lifts lightweights. "I feel like a new person," Vaidas 
says. "I feel better now than I did before I got sick." 

Returning to his job as a wine salesman in January, Vaidas has big plans for the 
future: a new wine and cheese shop that he and his friend planned while Vaidas 
recuperated. None of this, Vaidas realizes, would have been possible without his 
heart care team at Rush. "Because of them," he says, "I'm here today."

Things Going Swimmingly on 5 Pavilion 

Things have changed on 5 Pavilion — Rush's pediatric floor. And 
it's not just the floor-to-ceiling facelift the unit recently got. Two 
years ago, patient satisfaction scores on the unit were just tread- 
ing water. Surveys indicated that patients and their families 
weren't happy with the facility — which is housed in a 1 00-year- 
old building. And responses showed that communication 
between staff and family members, as well as communication 
among staff, could use improvement. So even before construc- 
tion got under way on a marine makeover — today the unit is 
awash in the vibrant colors and shapes of the tropical ocean 
floor and has a completely renovated playroom compliments of 
the Toys "fl" Us Children's Fund, Inc., through the Starlight 
Starbright Children's Foundation — the staff got busy with a 
"Family Satisfaction Initiative." Nurses started knocking on 
patient doors to introduce themselves and ask if there was any- 
thing they could do for families. Staff took classes on talking 
about difficult issues. Multidisciplinary teams began discussing 
all patients in weekly rounds. Even construction played a role: 

The new nursing unit was designed specifically to promote infor- 
mation sharing. The result: 5 Pav's overall patient satisfaction 
score, as measured by Press Ganey (see p. 1 2), jumped to the 
making it one of the highest-rated units at 
Rush — and in the nation. 


The pediatric unit's patient satisfaction 
score soars to 96 after a change in appearance 
and, most important, a change in approach. 
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A Rush to the Medical Center's Virtual Front Door 

The Web site is a front door to Rush, welcoming an average 
of around 3,000 visitors every day. Recently, the site under- 
went a major redesign and upgrade. Many new features were 
added, including a dynamic navigation system that offers 
users quick links to other pages of interest. 

On any given page, visitors are just a click away from pro- 
files of physicians whose specialties match the subject area of 
the pages being viewed. Information about related clinical 
services, health topics and clinical trials is also right at hand. 
The dynamic page system has resulted in an increase of about 
25 percent overall in traffic to the site over the previous year, 
with more than 4.7 million pages viewed this year, bringing 
just that many more people to our front door.

For Deb Dobben, 
eight coils — inserted 
during a procedure she 
underwent at Rush to 
treat an aneurysm — 
made the difference 
between life and death. 


A Minimally Invasive Approach to Treating Aneurysms Puts 
Patients Back on Their Feet 

Deb Dobben was having a typical morning: She went for a run and then to 
church. But what happened next was anything but ordinary. Deb passed out 
in church. She was rushed to a local hospital where they performed a gamut 
of tests initially centered around heart complications. Finally an MRI uncovered 
the cause — a 1 0 millimeter aneurysm in her left internal carotid artery. 

Deb was transferred immediately to Rush where she met with Demetrius 
Lopes, MD, a neurosurgeon at Rush and a pioneer in the technique called stenting 
and coiling that is used to treat aneurysms. 

Sometimes known as the "silent killer," aneurysms are particularly scary 
because they have no apparent cause and most patients don't experience 
symptoms before they rupture. There's no genetic link and seemingly no tie 
to behavioral risk factors. As Deb says, "It's one of those uncertainties of life." 

What shouldn't be an uncertainty is how an aneurysm is treated once 
it's discovered. Deb was fortunate to be taken to Rush. She was even more 
fortunate that her aneurysm could be treated via the innovative, minimally 
invasive stenting and coiling procedure — a procedure being performed by only 
two neurosurgeons in Chicago. 

In this procedure, doctors use the body's vascular system — threading 
catheters through the blood vessels using very precise imaging techniques — 
to place coils in the aneurysm to block blood flow and stents to keep them in 
place, all without having to open the skull. This means significantly less time in 
recovery and less risk of stroke or memory loss. 

"I was impressed by how quickly I was back to work," says Deb who is 
general manager for a food manufacturer. "This is what health care should be 
about — procedures that are just an incidental set back and don't cause you 
to lose significant time from your job and your home. "

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Financial Report 


The last year has been one of mixed financial 
results for Rush University Medical Center. The 
Medical Center experienced its highest growth 
in patient admissions in over a decade. The 
rebound in the investment markets also benefit- 
ed the Medical Center in terms of growth in 
investment income as well as growth in invest- 
ment balances. However, the amount of rev- 
enue that the Medical Center realized on the 
volume growth was not sufficient to cover the 
expense growth, resulting in financial perform- 
ance that deteriorated from the prior year. 

Patient admissions to the Medical Center at 
Presbyterian-St. Luke's Hospital, the Johnston 
R. Bowman Health Center and Rush Oak Park 
Hospital increased 6 percent to 34,1 59. Patient 
days increased by the same percentage to 
203,980, and outpatient activity increased by 
over 10 percent. Net patient services revenue 
increased by $56 million, or 8 percent. This net 
revenue was less than expected for the volume 
increase experienced in that the Medical Center 
generated a larger percentage of its patient rev- 
enue from patients in the Medicaid program 
than in prior years. The Medicaid program pays 
the Medical Center less than any other payor. 
Total operating revenue increased by $50 million, 
or 5 percent, to a total of $1 billion in FY 2004. 

The challenge to financial performance was the 
increase in expenses of 8 percent. The most sig- 
nificant of these were malpractice and other 
insurance that increased $19 million, or 47 per- 
cent. Malpractice cost averaged $1,671 per 
admission in FY04 for the Medical Center. This 
cost is expected to increase again in future years 
without a change in the environment in Cook 
County. It is a significant economic issue for the 
Medical Center's future with the current situa- 
tion in the State of Illinois and in Cook County. 

As noted above, the Medical Center benefited 
from the improvement in the investment mar- 
kets. Investment income grew by $5 million, or 
78 percent, due to an increase in investment 
balances and returns on these investments. The 
value of the Medical Center's endowment grew 
to $340 million, an increase of $46 million, or 
1 6 percent, due entirely to the improvement in 
investment returns. The assets of the pension 
trust grew by $75 million, or 26 percent, due to

contributions of $29 million and returns of 
1 6 percent. Due primarily to the growth in 
endowment and pension assets, the net assets 
of the Medical Center grew by $1 04 million, or 
23 percent. 

The Medical Center continued its focus on 
increasing liquidity and increased unrestricted 
cash balances by $44 million to $182 million at 
June 30, 2004. This increase was driven by con- 
tinued attention to all aspects of cash manage- 
ment in the Medical Center. The increase in cash 
was realized despite funding $29 million to the 
pension trust, $28 million to the self-insured 
malpractice trust and $44 million in capital in 
FY04. The major capital project in the year was 
completion of the second phase of build-out for 
the Cohn Research Building. 

Philanthropic support to the Medical Center 
continued to be strong with $35.3 million 
received in FY04. The Medical Center also con- 
tinued to increase its level of support back to the 
community. Over $31 million was provided in 
charity care and other noncompensated care, an 
increase of 1 8 percent over the prior year. The 
Medical Center also incurred $25 million of 
costs in excess of payment to patients covered 
under the Medicaid program. In addition to 
these hospital services, the Medical Center pro- 
vided a number of community outreach services 
and research activities that were not reim- 
bursed. This support continued to grow even in 
a year of challenges in financial performance. 

The Medical Center's future plans call for contin- 
ued growth and expansion of services including 
a major facility renovation to better serve our 
patients. The financial challenges of FY04 are 
being addressed as the Medical Center's goal is 
to return to profitability in FY05. This improve- 
ment in financial performance is critical to the 
Medical Center's ability to fund the expansion 
plans outlined for the future.

Health care — no public service is more essential and yet no part of the economic 
and social landscape is more volatile. Rising costs for drugs and other supplies. 
Lower reimbursements from both public and private insurers. Skyrocketing malprac- 
tice insurance rates. These are the pressures that hospitals and medical centers 
across the country confront. These are the pressures that make each gift to Rush 
more important today than ever before. Each gift makes it possible for Rush's care- 
givers to provide not just good care, but the very best care. Between July 1 , 2003, 
and June 30, 2004, Rush received over $35 million in support — an increase of $15 
million over fiscal year 2003. On behalf of its patients, Rush thanks the 4,431 indi- 
viduals and families, 433 corporations, 68 foundations and 1 26 other organizations 
whose generosity contributed to that impressive total. 

It is a generosity that touches all areas of the Medical Center, and in many different 
ways. Heart care, education and research are benefiting from three significant gifts. 
James and Madeleine McMullan gave $1 .5 million to create Rush University's 87th 
endowed chair, the Madeleine and James M. McMullan - Carl E. Eybel, MD, Chair 
for Excellence in Clinical Cardiology. The Wenske Foundation, through its chairman, 
Howard Stone, pledged $250,000 for research into new and advanced cardiovascu- 
lar surgical treatments. And the Woman's Board has committed $10 million — twice 
the size of its previous largest gift — to a new heart and vascular center. In the neu- 
rosciences, the Parkinson's Disease Foundation offered a still-active challenge grant 
that matches every dollar, up to $250,000, that Rush receives for Parkinson's 
research. And Rush Medical College will ultimately receive almost $500,000 in stu- 
dent support from the estate of Eugene Linwood Kidd, MD, a 1 939 graduate of 
Rush, and his wife, Elaine. 

Annual research funding to Rush grew for the third year in a row. In fiscal year 
2004, the more than 1 ,600 research projects under way at Rush received over $70 
million in funding. More than 75 percent of that came from the National Institutes 
of Health (NIH) and other federal sources — the gold standard for research funding 
and the mark of a thriving research enterprise. Yet as important as NIH funding is, 
Rush wouldn't be where it is today — and where it wants to be tomorrow — with- 
out the private support that helps promising young researchers establish themselves 
and begin their vital work.
